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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Berkshire  Education  Committee. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  School  Health 
Service  for  the  year  1953.  The  school  population  has  again  shown  a substantial 
rise  and  increased  by  nearly  2,000  on  the  previous  year.  Fortunately,  it  was 
possible  to  strengthen  the  medical  staff,  and  the  number  of  medical  inspections 
carried  out  rose  by  nearly  a third.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
record  a marked  increase  in  the  numbers  of  re-inspections  and  special 
inspections,  which  together  reached  5,000  in  comparison  with  3,600  in  the 
previous  year.  I am  again  much  indebted  to  many  medical  practitioners  and 
hospitals  for  their  co-operation  and  help.  The  former  have  often  gone  out  of 
their  way  to  help  me  with  invaluable  information;  and  excellent  reports  (of 
which  copies  are  sent  as  routine  to  the  child’s  family  doctor)  have  been  received 
from  hospital  staffs  in  regard  to  a very  large  number  of  children  referred  for 
investigation  or  treatment.  If  I may  use  words  that  are  more  often  employed 
in  another  connection,  we  have  been  able  to  show,  I think,  that  the  three  arms 
of  the  service  that  exists  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  health  of  school 
children  can  do  their  work  most  effectively  as  a combined  operation. 

It  was  possible  during  the  year,  and  for  the  first  time  for  a number  of 
years,  to  increase  the  strength  of  the  school  dental  staff,  and  it  was  specially 
gratifying  to  get  the  equivalent  of  one  whole-time  dental  surgeon  through 
the  co-operation  of  private  dentists  under  Ministry  of  Education  Circular  254. 
However,  the  school  population  has  continued  to  grow  rapidly,  particularly 
in  recent  years,  and  the  equivalent  number  of  full-time  dental  surgeons  that 
we  have,  even  with  the  increases  that  we  have  been  able  to  make  during  the 
year,  represents  little  more  than  half  of  what  is  really  required.  The  two 
Mobile  Dental  Units  continued  to  more  than  justify  their  adoption.  It  is 
important,  however,  that  they  should  be  released  exclusively  for  their  proper 
function  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  County.  This  can  only  be  done, 
however,  by  completing  our  provision  of  an  adequate  system  of  proper  dental 
clinics  in  the  towns.  It  is  of  special  importance  that  progress  should  be  steadily 
maintained  in  this  way,  and  I am  very  glad  that  it  was  possible  during  the 
year  to  provide  a dental  clinic  in  Didcot. 

There  continues  to  be  a major  deficiency  in  regard  to  special  accom- 
modation for  educationally  subnormal  children,  particularly  for  those  needing 
places  in  special  schools,  and  it  was  not  possible,  in  spite  of  continued  efforts, 
to  find  suitable  premises  for  the  additional  special  school  that  the  Committee 
desires  to  provide,  preferably  in  the  western  half  of  the  County. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Education  Committee  (particularly  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Special  Services  Sub-Committee)  for  their 


continued  interest  and  support,  and  also  the  Director  of  Education  and  his 
staff,  not  least  the  very  large  numbers  of  teachers  throughout  the  County; 
I have  had  much  evidence  from  all  of  these  that  they  attach  great  importance 
to  health  as  a need  if  education  is  to  succeed  in  full  measure.  Finally,  my 
special  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  own  staff,  who  have  served  the  School 
Health  Service  so  well  throughout  another  year.

Medical  Inspection. 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  (a)  as  soon  as  possible  after 
first  admission  to  a maintained  school;  (b)  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining 
the  age  of  eight  years;  (c)  in  the  last  year  at  a primary  school;  and  (d)  at 
secondary  schools,  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
and  annually  thereafter  unless  an  equivalent  inspection  is  provided  during  the 
pupil’s  last  year. 
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Special  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  in  respect  of:  (a)  children 
referred  on  account  of  suspected  defect  by  Head  Teachers,  parents,  Education 
Welfare  Officers,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  etc.;  (b)  children  within 
the  various  groups  of  Handicapped  Pupils.  In  addition,  re-inspection  is 
provided  in  respect  of  many  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  a defect,  and 
in  need  of  follow-up,  as  the  result  of  a previous  medical  inspection.  Finally, 
absentees  from  medical  inspection  are  given  new  appointments  at  the  next 
opportunity  at  the  particular  school. 

Hygienic  Conditions  in  Schools. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  report  on  the  hygienic  conditions  in  each 
school  once  a year  at  the  time  of  medical  inspection.  Details  are  submitted 
to  the  Director  of  Education  for  action  when  this  is  considered  to  be  necessary. 

Milk  in  Schools. 

Free  milk  is  supplied  to  all  children  in  attendance  at  school.  An  average 
of  29,915  children  were  supplied  daily  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  over 
3,000  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 

It  was  again  possible  to  arrange  for  all  schools  to  receive  either  Tuberculin 
Tested  or  Pasteurised  milk. 

School  Meals. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  for  payment  averaged  18,090  during  the 
year  (compared  with  19,232  last  year),  and  a further  710  were  supplied  free. 
The  fall  in  the  number  of  meals  supplied,  in  spite  of  the  rising  school  population, 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  charge  for  meals  was  increased  on  1st 
March,  1953. 

Physical  Training  in  Schools. 

Special  attention  is  given  by  the  medical  staff  to  children  who  require 
suspension  or  reduction  of  physical  activities  on  health  grounds.  Much 
information  on  such  cases  is  derived  from  hospitals  or  medical  practitioners, 
and  all  the  cases  are  periodically  reviewed. 

Employment  of  School  Children. 

Applications  were  received  in  respect  of  533  children  for  the  issue  of 
Employment  Certificates,  under  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  during 
the  year,  compared  with  359  in  the  previous  year.  A medical  examination 
was  made  in  each  case,  and  only  one  child  was  found  to  be  medically  unfit 
for  employment.  No  Certificate  was  later  rescinded  on  the  ground  that 
employment  out  of  school  hours  was  found  to  be  detrimental  to  the  health 
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of  the  child.  The  following  list  shows  the  number  of  children  employed  during

Special  attention  is  paid  at  last  medical  inspection  to  those  children  for 
whom  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  not  be  engaged,  on  leaving  school,  in 
certain  types  of  employment  or  under  certain  working  conditions;  where 
necessary  the  prescribed  certificates  are  issued,  and  the  unsuitable  employments 
or  working  conditions  are  specified.  During  the  year  6 certificates  were  given. 
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FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

AND 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 


General  Condition. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  assess  the  general  conditions  and  nutritional 
state  of  all  children  examined  in  the  periodic  age  groups.  The  following  table 
is  a summary  of  the  findings  for  1953,  and  those  for  the  previous  year: —

The  nutritional  groups  were  changed  in  the  year  1947.  In  1946  there 
were  four  groups  (A,  excellent;  B,  normal;  C,  slightly  subnormal;  and  D,  bad). 
Under  the  new  classification  into  three  groups  the  new  “ B (fair)  ” group  is 
intended  to  be  equivalent  to  the  former  “ B (normal)  ” group.  There  is  no 
doubt  - that  the  intention  of  the  new  classification  is  now  more  generally 
appreciated,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  show  signs  of  a return  to  the  tendency 
for  the  middle  group  (“  normal  ” under  the  former  classification)  to  increase 
at  the  expense  of  the  upper  one,  while  group  C continues  to  decrease. 

Fuller  statistical  details  will  be  found  in  Table  2 on  page  16. 

Children  Requiring  Treatment. 

A total  of  2,453  individual  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
2,530  defects  considered  to  require  treatment,  a percentage  of  14-4  of  all 
children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspection  The  corresponding  figure 
for  the  previous  year  was  11-9. 

Skin  Disease  and  Minor  Ailments. 

A total  of  3,745  attendances  were  made  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Maidenhead  and  New  Windsor.  Children  living  outside 
these  boroughs  are  able  to  obtain  treatment  from  either  School  or  District 
Nurses,  at  the  out-patient  departments  of  hospitals,  or  from  general  medical 
practitioners.  The  School  Nurses  treated  717  cases  of  minor  ailments  during 
the  year.  There  is  still  a tendency  for  these  figures  to  fall,  and  there  seems 
no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  provision  under  the  National  Health  Service 
of  free  general  medical  practitioner  and  hospital  treatment,  of  which  parents 
are  taking  advantage  increasingly.

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  1953  to  provide  X-ray  treatment  for 
any  cases  of  ringworm. 

Uncleanliness. 

A total  of  90,357  routine  examinations  were  made  in  the  schools  by  the 
School  Nurses  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  826  children  were  found  to 
be  in  a verminous  condition;  of  these,  70  were  excluded  from  school  for  periods 
of  varying  length.  Re-examinations  were  made  in  4,765  instances,  and  280 
children  were  found  still  to  be  in  a verminous  condition;  of  these,  43  were 
re-excluded.  In  the  work  of  the  School  Nurse  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
treatment  of  the  family  as  a unit;  in  the  absence  of  such  a family  approach, 
treatment  of  the  individual  school  child  alone  is  generally  a waste  of  time. 
The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  verminous  in  1953  was  less  than  1 per 
cent.,  and  shows  a fall  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 

The  School  Nurses  made  a total  of  3,416  home  visits  during  the  year, 
in  connection  with  both  Verminous  Conditions  and  Minor  Ailments  combined, 
compared  with  2,479  in  the  previous  year. 

Eyes  (Defective  Vision,  Squint,  and  External  Eye  Diseases). 

Children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  defective 
vision,  squint,  or  external  eye  disease  are  referred  to  ophthalmic  surgeons. 
Eye  clinics  were  held  on  233  occasions  at  13  centres. 

The  following  table  summarises  the  work  carried  out  at  eye  clinics  during 
the  year,  and  gives  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year: —

Owing  to  the  fact  that  spectacles  are  now  supplied  through  private 
opticians  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  it  is  no  longer  possible  to 
give  the  number  actually  supplied. 
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The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  continued  to  provide  the  medical  staff 
at  special  eye  clinics  for  school  children,  and  the  education  authority  all  other 
provision.  These  arrangements  continue  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  school 
children,  who  are  able  to  receive  prompt  attention  without  having  to  travel 
the  long  distances  that  might  be  entailed  if  they  could  go  only  to  major 
hospital  centres,  and  they  can  also  receive  treatment  under  less  crowded 
conditions  than  would  be  the  case  if  they  had  to  go  to  a hospital. 

Cases  of  squint  are  treated  by  Orthoptists  at  special  clinics,  and  these 
are  held  at  five  centres,  as  follows: — 

Eye  Hospital,  Oxford. 

Greenham  House,  Newbury. 

The  Hospital,  Maidenhead. 

Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading. 

King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor. 

Operative  treatment  for  squint  is  provided  at  hospitals  in  Oxford  or 
Reading.  During  1953,  47  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  operation  or 
orthoptic  exercises. 

Three  new  cases  were  admitted  to  Special  Schools  for  the  Blind  during 
the  year;  12  children  were  receiving  education  at  such  schools  during  1953. 
and  there  were  2 discharges. 

There  were  2 new  admissions  to  Special  Schools  for  the  Partially  Blind 
during  the  year;  this  made  a total  of  10  children  undergoing  education  at  such 
schools  during  the  year.  One  case  was  discharged  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Ear  Disease. 

The  School  Nurses  visit  all  cases  of  ear  disease  when  it  is  known  that  no 
doctor  is  in  attendance,  and  parents  are  urged  to  seek  the  necessary  treatment. 
In  the  majority  of  instances  treatment  was  obtained,  either  from  general 
medical  practitioners  or  at  general  hospitals. 

There  were  46  cases  of  otitis  media  who  were  considered  to  need  treatment. 

Five  new  cases  were  admitted  to  Special  Schools  for  the  Deaf  during  the 
year;  these,  with  36  undergoing  such  education  on  1st  January,  1953,  made 
a total  of  41  children  in  such  schools  during  the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
3 of  these  had  been  discharged.  Of  the  total  cases,  12  were  in  the  Authority’s 
own  Special  School  at  Donnington  Lodge,  near  Newbury. 

Two  new  cases  were  admitted  to  Special  Schools  for  the  Partially  Deaf; 
6 children  were  already  in  on  1st  January,  1953,  and  2 cases  were  discharged 
during  the  year. 
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Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. 

Cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  considered  to  require  operative 
treatment  are  referred  to  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialists  at  general 
hospitals.  The  number  of  cases  referred  in  this  way  during  the  year  was  103, 
compared  with  79  in  the  previous  year.  Before  referring  a case  to  hospital, 
attention  is  paid  to  the  possibility  of  benefit  from  dental  or  dietetic  measures, 
and  the  advisability  of  a period  of  observation  is  also  considered  in  all  cases. 

Speech. 

All  children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  be  suffering  from 
a speech  defect  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  either  the  full-time  Speech 
Therapists  or  to  the  Therapist  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford;  a few  cases 
are  also  treated  at  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor.  Clinics  are  held 
by  the  full-time  Speech  Therapists  at  the  following  centres  each  week: — 

Bracknell,  Victoria  Hall. 

Didcot,  St.  Birinus’  School. 

Maidenhead,  The  Wilderness. 

Newbury,  Greenham  House.  (Two  clinics.) 

Reading,  11  Abbot’s  Walk.  (Two  clinics.) 

Wantage,  County  School. 

Wokingham,  Memorial  Clinic. 

Clinics  are  also  held  each  week  for  the  treatment  of  pupils  attending  the 
Holyport  Manor  Special  School,  and  for  the  Special  Class  for  Spastics  at 
Markham  House,  Wokingham. 

A total  of  230  children  made  3,279  attendances  during  the  year  at  the 
clinics.  There  were  94  new  cases,  and  44  children  were  recalled  for  observation. 
In  the  previous  year,  200  children  made  a total  of  2,683  attendances,  and 
there  were  108  new  cases.  The  increase  of  total  attendances  was  very  largely 
the  result  of  the  fact  that  the  year  was  the  first  full  year  with  two  Speech 


Therapists  at  work.

A total  of  117  cases  were  still  undergoing  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
while  a further  56  cases  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  examination  by  the  Speech 
Therapist. 
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There  was  1 new  admission  to  Special  Schools  for  Children  with  Speech 
Defects;  with  4 children  still  in  on  1st  January,  1953,  5 cases  were  undergoing- 
education  in  such  schools  during  the  year.  One  case  was  discharged  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Dental  Defects. 

A Special  Report  by  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  will  be  found 
on  page  12,  and  the  statistical  table  appears  on  page  19. 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

All  children  coming  within  the  various  groups  of  Handicapped  Pupils 
were  examined  at  the  periodic  medical  inspections,  together  with  all  new  cases 
considered  likely  to  require  treatment. 

Spastic  Paralysis. 

The  Authority’s  original  Spastic  Unit  met  in  the  home  of  one  of  the 
children.  In  September,  1952,  accommodation  was  found  for  it  in  a small 
hall  at  Shurlock  Row.  In  May,  1953,  the  Unit  was  moved  to  better  accom- 
modation at  Markham  House  in  the  centre  of  Wokingham,  and  this  was  also 
an  improvement  in  regard  to  situation.  The  rooms  at  Markham  House  are 
in  themselves  very  good,  but,  although  on  the  ground  floor,  a considerable 
number  of  steps  must  be  negotiated  and  this  is  a disadvantage,  and  special 
arrangements  have  had  to  be  made  to  get  the  children  up  and  down  these 
steps  each  day.  In  addition,  more  space  would  be  an  advantage.  However, 
the  move  constitutes  a distinct  step  forward.  The  specially  qualified  teacher 
continued  to  be  in  charge,  and  the  previous  arrangements  for  the  regular 
visits  of  a physio-therapist  from  one  of  the  Reading  hospitals  were  continued. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  for  regular  visits  by  a Speech  Therapist.  The 
Council  can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  it  is  one  of  a very  small  number  of 
Authorities  only  who  are  making  such  provision  for  these  handicapped  children, 
whose  intelligence  is  so  often  higher  than  first  appears. 

Many  of  the  milder  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  attend  ordinary  schools, 
and  these  cases  are  specially  examined  at  school  medical  inspection. 

One  child  was  in  a Special  School  for  Spastics  at  the  commencement  of 
1953,  and  there  were  no  admissions  or  discharges  during  the  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disorders. 

All  children  suffering  from  heart  defects  which  did  not  prevent  their 
attendance  at  school  were  supervised  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Those 
who  were  unable  to  attend  school  were  visited  in  their  homes.  The  number 
of  children  with  a heart  condition  considered  to  require  treatment  during 
1953  was  42. 

Three  children  were  in  Heart  Homes  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  and 
there  was  1 new  admission.  Two  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  rheumatism  continues  to  remain  low,  and 
the  condition  is  now  comparatively  uncommon.  The  Special  Unit  for  Research 
into  Acute  Rheumatism  at  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Memorial  Hospital,, 
Taplow,  Buckinghamshire,  continued  its  work,  and  a number  of  Berkshire 
children  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  17  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  school  children  notified 
during  1953.  A further  11  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  were 
16  and  15  respectively. 

Orthopaedic  Defects. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Oxford. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  centres: — 

Abingdon,  Warren  Hospital. 

Henley,  Southfield  Hall. 

Maidenhead,  The  Hospital. 

Newbury,  Greenham  House. 

Oxford,  Radcliffe  Infirmary.

Wallingford,  Memorial  Hospital. 

Wantage,  Cottage  Hospital. 

Windsor,  King  Edward  VII  Hospital. 

Wokingham,  Memorial  Clinic. 

A total  of  350  children  were  referred  for  treatment  at  these  clinics  during 
the  year.  In-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

Four  children  were  admitted  to  Special  Schools  during  the  year  and  these, 
with  16  cases  already  in  on  1st  January,  1953,  made  a total  of  20  children 
receiving  special  treatment  and  education  during  the  year.  Seven  cases  were 
discharged  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Statistical  details  will  be  found  in  Table  2 on  page  15. 

Epilepsy. 

All  children  suffering  from  epilepsy  whose  condition  does  not  prevent 
them  from  attending  school  are  examined  each  year  as  “ Specials  ” at  periodic 
medical  inspection.  Those  who  are  unable  to  attend  school  are  supervised  in 
their  homes. 

During  the  year,  43  children  suffering  from  epilepsy  were  examined. 
Eight  children  were  in  Special  Schools  for  Epileptics  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year,  and  a further  4 cases  were  admitted.  Three  cases  were  discharged 
during  the  year. 

Educationally  Sub-Normal  Children. 

Provision  for  the  education  of  these  children  remains  inadequate  to 
provide  for  the  large  number  requiring  special  educational  treatment,  and  the 
rural  nature  of  Berkshire  increases  the  difficulty  of  providing  suitable  education 
for  those  children  in  this  category  who  need  special  educational  treatment  in 
a special  class  in  an  ordinary  school.  The  Committee's  Special  School  at 
Holyport  Manor,  near  Maidenhead,  which  had  been  opened  in  1951,  continued 
its  work,  but  the  search  for  a suitable  building  in  the  western  half  of  the  County 
that  could  be  adapted  as  a second  special  school  for  these  children  continued 
to  be  unsuccessful. 
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School  Medical  Officers  holding  the  necessary  special  qualification  completed 
351  intelligence  tests  on  school  children  during  the  year,  compared  with  372 
in  the  previous  year  and  319  in  1951. 

There  were  601  children  awaiting  special  educational  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Of  these,  327  were  awaiting  vacancies  in  special  schools  and 
the  remaining  274  required  education  in  a special  class  in  an  ordinary  school. 
The  figures  for  1952  were  301  and  202  respectively. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

Children  found  at  medical  inspection  to  be  mentally  sub-normal  are 
followed  up  by  obtaining  the  appropriate  special  report  from  the  head  teacher. 
During  1953  a total  of  56  children  were  considered,  after  testing,  to  be  so 
mentally  sub-normal  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  report  them  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  The  numbers 
of  children  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  each  of  the  last  three 
years  previous  to  1953  were  respectively  59,  63  and  75.  Some  of  the  increase 
in  the  previous  years  is  due  to  taking  up  arrears,  and  1953  shows  the  first 
fall  in  the  number  of  cases  reported  for  some  time.  As  far  as  possible  a final 
decision  to  report  a child  as  ineducable  is  deferred  until  the  child  is  seven,  and 
exceptions  are  only  made  to  this  rule  in  the  worst  cases. 


Maladjusted  Pupils. 

The  Berkshire  Child  Guidance  Clinics  are  under  the  control  of  a Joint 
Committee  of  the  Berkshire  County  and  Reading  Borough  Education  Com- 
mittees, with  Headquarters  at  27,  Kidmore  Road,  Caversham,  Reading,  and 
a branch  at  3,  Clare  Road,  Maidenhead.  Clinics  are  held  at  the  following 
centres: — 

Abingdon:  Summerfield  Hostel. 

Caversham:  27,  Kidmore  Road. 

Maidenhead:  3,  Clare  Road.

The  Parents’  Club,  commenced  in  1951,  continued  to  serve  a most  useful 
purpose  in  supplementing  the  home  visits  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Workers. 

Detailed  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  during  1953  will  be  found  in 
Table  8 on  page  23. 

Seventeen  children  were  already  in  Homes  for  Maladjusted  Children  at 
the  start  of  the  year,  and  a further  8 cases  were  admitted  during  1953.  Five 
cases  were  discharged  during  the  year. 
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Nursery  Schools. 

These  schools  are  periodically  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  and 
the  children  in  attendance  are  medically  examined.  The  School  Nurses  assist 
at  these  inspections  and,  in  addition,  visit  each  school  once  a month  in  order 
to  make  a general  examination  of  each  child.  The  total  number  examined 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  was  495,  including  “ Specials.”

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  medical  inspections  to  be  carried  out 
at:  (i)  Roysse’s  School,  Abingdon;  (ii)  Holyport  Manor  School;  (iii ; Donnington 
Lodge  Special  School  for  the  Deaf;  (iv)  The  Mulberry  Bush  Special  School 
for  Maladjusted  Children,  Standlake,  Oxfordshire;  and  (v)  Easthampstead 
Park  Training  College  for  Teachers.

FOR  THE  YEAR 

1953. 


During  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  increasing  our  staff  by  one  full-time 
Dental  Officer  and  one  part-time.  The  year  also  saw  the  commencement  of 
the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  treatment  by  private  practitioners  in  their 
own  surgeries  of  school  children  from  selected  schools,  under  Ministry  of 
Education  Circular  254.  All  dental  practitioners  in  the  County  were  circularised, 
and  as  a result  six  practitioners  undertook  to  give  eleven  sessions  a week, 
which  is  the  equivalent  of  one  full-time  Dental  Officer.  Three  of  these 
practitioners  are  in  an  area  where  there  is  a full-time  officer  working  in  a fixed 
clinic,  and  it  was  therefore  only  possible  to  offer  a limited  amount  of  work 
to  them.  We  are  most  grateful  to  all  the  practitioners  concerned  for  their 
help  and  ready  co-operation. 

A new  fixed  clinic  has  been  established  at  Didcot  and  was  opened  in 
December.  Early  staffing  difficulties  have  been  overcome,  and  the  excellent 
results  which  are  being  obtained  fully  justify  the  establishment  of  this  clinic. 

Very  short  notice  was  received  to  vacate  the  premises  in  which  the  fixed 
clinic  at  Windsor  had  been  held  for  some  years;  however,  excellent  accom- 
modation was  obtained  in  the  same  building  as  the  Windsor  Municipal  Offices, 
and  the  transfer  took  place  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with  very  little  loss  of 
clinic  time.  I am  grateful  to  Mr.  Treleaven,  the  part-time  Dental  Officer,  for 
his  valuable  assistance  in  the  difficult  task  of  moving. 

The  increase  in  staff  has  not,  unfortunately,  shown  a corresponding 
increase  in  work,  owing  to  time  lost  by  the  whole-time  staff  on  account  of 
illness.  The  loss  during  the  year  was  428  sessions,  which  is  nearly  the  equivalent 
of  one  whole-time  officer. 

The  following  orthodontic  work  has  been  carried  out:- — - 

Impressions  New  Plates  Adjustments 

92  54  331 

Dentures  are  provided  in  cases  where  children  have  through  one  cause  or 
another  lost  front  teeth,  and  in  the  past  twelve  months  we  took  26  impressions 
and  fitted  25  dentures. 

The  two  Mobile  Units  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction  and  have  now 
been  in  use  for  five  years. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s 
hospitals  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  taking  X-rays,  and  also  for  their 
treatment  of  children  referred  to  their  dental  specialists.  A total  of  11  cases 
were  X-rayed  during  the  year. 

I cannot  conclude  this  report  without  thanking  the  teaching  staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.  The  smooth  running  of  the  dental  service 
has  been  largely  due  to  the  efficient  office  staff,  and  in  particular  I am  indebted 
to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  School  Health  Service  who  has  played  a large  part 
in  getting  the  private  practitioners  to  fit  into  the  general  running  of  the  scheme.
